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WE    NOMINATE 


Hans  Rosenhaupt,  one  of  this  nation's  most  able  and 
far-seeing  educational  administrators,  who  this  fall  is 
entering  upon  his  third  year  as  National  Director  of 
the  Princeton-based  Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellow- 
ship Foundation,  which  annually  awards  some  1,200 
graduate  fellowships  to  prospective  college  teachers  in 
the  arts  and  sciences.  At  a  time  when  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  apparent  that  the  present  danger  in 
American  higher  education  is  a  shortage  of  qualified 
faculty  in  all  fields,  the  49-year  old  Rosenhaupt  and  his 
associates  are  carrying  forward  a  modern-day  crusade 
in  seeking  out  high-level  manpower  for  the  profession 
of  teaching  and  scholarship. 

Armed  with  a  $24,500,000  grant  from  the  Ford  Found- 
ation, the  Wilson  Fellowship  Program,  headquartered 
at  32  Nassau  Street,  grew  out  of  a  Princeton  idea  nur- 
tured in  1945  by  classicist  Whitney  Jennings  ( Mike ) 
Oates  and  honoring  the  memory  of  a  great  president  of 
the  United  States  and  Princeton.  Back  from  World  War 
II,  ex-Marine  Oates  sensed  the  impending  shortage  of 
qualified  college  teachers  and  realized  that  all  too  few 
outstanding  young  men  and  women  were  contemplat- 
ing the  possibility  of  teaching  careers.  He  believed  that 
a  year's  exposure  to  academic  life  on  the  post-graduate 
level  might  induce  some  of  these  stand-outs  to  enter 
college  teaching. 

Oates  started  out  with  four  Fellows,  one  of  whom  is 
now  president  of  Princeton  University.  Rosenhaupt  15 
years  later  is  adhering  to  the  same  basic  principles, 
particularly  in  the  program's  insistence  that  each  can- 
didate for  a  Wilson  Fellowship  must  be  nominated  by 
an  established  scholar-teacher.  This  past  year  some 
8,700  men  and  women,  drawn  from  more  than  850  col- 
leges  in   this   country  and   Canada   were   placed   in 
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nomination,  with  1,259  winners  and  the  graduatt 
schools  of  their  choice  sharing  $4,000,000  in  awards. 

While  the  German-born  Rosenhaupt,  a  decorated 
American  veteran  of  World  WaT  II  and  In  charge  of 
Columbia  University's  graduate  admissions  from  1948 
until  his  appointment  to  his  present  post  a  decade 
later,  is  the  first  to  point  out  that  the  Wilson  Program 
can't  hope  to  solve  the  teacher  problem  on  its  own,  he 
has  done  as  much  as  any  American  educator  to  "steam 
up"  teenagers  about  teaching.  Last  month,  for  instance, 
he  directed  letters  to  nearly  37,000  college-bound  stu- 
dents who  won  distinction  through  the  National  Merit 
Scholarships  and  the  Westinghouse  Science  Talent 
Search.  His  purpose:  to  urge  them  to  look  far  ahead^ 
four  years  in  fact — toward  graduate  study  for  careers 
as  college  professors. 

The  author  of  several  major  works,  ranging  from  a 
fair  war-experience  novel,  "The  True  Deceivers,"  to  the 
highly  significant  "Graduate  Students'  Experience  at 
Columbia  University,  1940-1956."  Rosenhaupt  during 
the  present  academic  year  will  be  working  with  1,100 
Woodrow  Wilson  volunteers  and  a  paid  seven-member 
field  staff.  The  mission  will  be  to  ensure  that  no  pros- 
pect for  an  exploratory  college  teaching  fellowship  is 
overlooked  in  a  competition  which  is  dedicated  to  en- 
couraging individual  instructors  and  professors  to  keep 
a  constant  watch  for  the  promising  students  whom 
this  country  so  urgently  needs. 

For  urging  men  and  women  of  promise  to  "consider 
the  rewards  of  a  life  devoted  to  teaching  and  scholar- 
ship in  a  world  where  the  search  for  truth  never  ends:" 
for  understanding  that  "quantity  alone  is  never 
enough";  for  extending  to  others  "invitations  to 
achievement;"  he  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for 
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evening;  at  7.)

RIVALRY  RENEWED:  The 
nation's  oldest  (91  years)  foot- 
ball  rivalry  will  open  the  1960 
football    season    here    Saturday. 
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FOOTBALL  AND  FALL  AGAIN 

Both  Are  Welcome.  This  Thurs- 
day night  at  9,  fall  will  begin, 
to  last  exactly  89  days,  19  hours 
and  27  minutes.  During  its  bright 
days  of  warm  Indian  Summer, 
into  its  crisper,  golden  afternoons 
and,  possibly,  while  premature 
November  snow  falls  as  a  signal 
of  whiter  weeks  ahead,  football 
will  be  played  m  virtually  every 
corner  of   the  nation's  50  States. 

Here  in  Princeton,  long  since 
left  behind  in  the  mad  and  un- 
enviable pace  toward  complete 
over-emphasis  of  the  sport,  there 
is  always  a  pleasant  sense  of 
nostalgia  on  the  eve  of  another 
season.  If  other  colleges  battle 
today,  even-more  strenuously 
than  their  players  on  the  grid- 
iron, for  top  schoolboy  athletes; 
for  bigger  budgets  for  athletic 
scholarships;  and  then  for  bigger 
bowl  games  to  replenish  the  de- 
pleted budgets,  Princeton  can 
look  back  pleasurably  to  having 
launched  the  sport  in  calm,  un- 
emphasized   fashion. 

Today,  the  traditional  series 
with  that  first  opponent  is  a  fix- 
ture on  the  Palmer  Stadium 
schedule.  Saturday  afteroon  at 
2  o'clock,  Rutgers  will  be  here 
for  the  51st  game  In  the  series 
that  was  inaugurated  in  New 
Brunswick  one  chill  November 
afternoon    in    far-off   1869. 

While  Princetonians  can  hardly 
be  expected  to  look  upon  the  turn 
of  events  with  favor,  H  is  only 
natural  that  the  trend  In  the 
ancient  rivalry  has  been  reversed 
in  recent  years.  Today,  it  is  the 
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Scarlet  of  New  Brunswick  which 
has  dominated  the  games  of  the 
past  two  seasons  and  which  is 
seeking  to  record  an  unpreceden- 
ted third  straight  victory.

Civil  War  era  has  it  managed 
three  straight  conquests  of  the 
opponent  it  likes  most  to  defeat. 

Outcome  Rated  a  Toss-up.  Be- 
cause there  are  so  many  unknown 
qualities  in  each  camp,  the  result 
of  Saturday's  game  is  unusually 
difficult  to  predict.  Both  teams 
have  lost  heavily  Chrough  gradu- 
ation, and  because  of  an  almost 
total  absence  of  members  of  the 
junior  class  on  the  Princeton 
squad,  the  Orange  and  Black  is 
extremely  dependent  on  wholly 
inexperienced    sophomores. 

Despite  the  problems  confront- 
ing each  coach,  there  Is  a  re- 
freshing willingness  on  both  sides 
of  the  field  to  express  guarded 
optimism.  Advance  claims  of 
outright  victory  are  unrecorded 
In  intercollegiate  football  annals, 
but  neither  man  has  been  seen 
resorting    to    a    crying    towel. 

In  other  years,  the  edge  was 
dulled  for  many  a  Rutgers- Prince- 
ton game  by  the  former  Scarlet 
coach,  Harvey  Harman,  who 
moaned  openly  for  publication 
that  "those  Princeton  Tigers  are 
too  tough  for  my  little  team." 
Crowds  stayed  away  in  droves 
but  often  missed  a  real  thriller 
such  as  the  34-28  contest  in  which 
a  rampaging  New  Brunswick 
contingent  very  nearly  ended 
Princeton's  unbeaten  string  In 
1950.  In  three  of  the  last  seven 
years,  a  mere  two  points  has 
been  the  difference  between  vic- 
tor  and   vanquished. 

Fall  Is  on  the  horizon  and  foot- 
ball is  less  than  48  hours  behind. 
It  is  a  pleasurable  thought  that 
some  nine  deoades  aflter  Princeton 
helped  introduce  the  sport,  foot- 
ball is  only  less  likely  to  deviate 
from  its  perennial  arrival  than 
fall  itself.

WHERE  IS  20$-A? 
Two  Boards  Ask  Action.  A  joint 
resolution  passed  by  Borough 
and  Township  Planning  Boards 
was  acted  on  favorably  and  with 
dispatch  Monday  night  by  Town- 
ship Committee.  The  resolution, 
also  submitted  to  Borough  Coun- 
cil, asks  Township  and  Borough 
governing  bodies  to  call  formally 
on  Slate  Highway  officials  to  find 
out  exactly  what  the  stale  plans 
to   do   about   the   Route   206   By- 

In  their  resolution,  the  two 
planning  boards  point  out  that 
the  capacity  of  some  Princeton 
streets  is  totally  inadequate  for 
the  amount  of  vehicular  traffic 
they  have  to  bear,  and  that  for 
safety  and  the  welfare  of  Prince- 
ton residents,  a  solution  must  be 
found.  The  Township  cannot  make 
exact  plans  for  streets  and 
roads  in  the  northeast  until  the 
state  decides  where  the  by-pass 
is  going  to  be,  and  the  two  mu- 
nicipalities are  handicapped  in 
any  kind  of  joint  planning  on 
traffic  and  land  use  without  a 
definite  commitment  from  the 
state. 

Mayor  R.  Kenneth  Fairman  re- 
minded Committeemen  that  the 
two  planning  Boards  met  with 
state  highway  officials  and  with 
planning  board  members  from 
surrounding  communities  in  May, 
1959.  and  that  the  state  assured 
the  municipalities  that  a  decision 
on  place  and  priority  would  be 
made  in  the  fall  of  1959.  This 
date  was  later  changed  to  May, 
1960;  then  to  June.  1960.  and 
there  has  still  been  no  definite 
word    from   highway    engineers. 

"It's  going  to  take  lots  of 
action,  and  we  should  keep  after 
them  constantly,"  commented 
Committeeman  Stanley  C.  Smoy-

With  this  statement,  Commit- 
teeman Thomas  P.  Cook  intro- 
duced a  resolution  asking  the 
Township  Planning  Board  to 
study  certain  areas  in  the  com- 
munity which  might  be  left  open 
as  parks,  fishing  and  hunting 
areas,  wild  life  sanctuaries  or 
simply  as  open  spaces  in  a  rapid- 
ly growing  town. 

"It  is  high  time  we  faced  the 
issue  of  how  far  we  want  de- 
velopment to  go,"  Mr.  Cook 
said,  "and  how  much  we  want  to 
preserve  the  beautiful  country- 
side that  is  rapidly  being  sub- 
urbanized." 

Mr.  Cook  said  he  thought  that 
open  space  could  be  conserved 
by  purchase  for  public  use  (parks, 
forest  preserves,  hunting  areas, 
etc.)  and  by  the  acquisition  ot 
"conservation  easements"  under 
which  land  might  remain  in  pri- 
vate ownership  under  restric- 
tions prohibiting  its  development.

Something  fresh,  new  and.  In 
many  ways,  completely  different 
from  anything  Princeton  has  seen 
before  is  now  in  town  on  Charlton 
Street. 

Rina  Galleries,  established  at 
11  Charlton  In  a  small  house 
which  has  been  expertly  redeco- 
rated to  serve  the  Gallery's  pur- 
poses, has  for  sale  and  exhibit  a 
first-line  collection  of  silver,  cop- 
per, ceramics  and  paintings  from 
Israel,  the  Yemen,  North  Africa 
and  even  from  Mexico  (we  say 
"even"  because  none  of  the  Mex- 
ican pieces  follow  the  usual  pat- 
tern of  Mexican  gift  exports.) 

From  the  workshops  of  the 
Yemenite  Jews.  Rina  has  assem- 
bled a  collection  of  folk  jewelry 
wrought  in  silver  with  a  gojd 
wash  and  set  occasionally  with 
native  stones  like  turquoise.  Look 
at  the  craftsmanship  in  the  neck- 
lace with  its  eight  double  tassels 
swinging  three  inches  below  a 
round  silver  bar.  Or  the  delicate- 
ly filligreed  gold  earrings  spotted

For  sophisticates,  Rina  has  con- 
temporary Israeli  jewelry,  much 
of  it  reminiscent  of  Danish  de- 
signs in  its  use  of  simplified 
forms  and  free  forms,  but  quite 
original  In  its  application  of  tradi- 
tional Israeli  patterns. 

One  artist  has  taken  a  whelk 
shell  and  fastened  to  it  three 
small  silver  dangles,  each  one 
tipped  with  an  amethyst.  A  wide 
silver  necklace  looks  as  though 
it  were  made  of  small  silver  safe- 
ty pins  linked  together.  Its  pen- 
dants are  flat  silver  boomerangs 
that  swing  free  from  the  links.

the  usual  brass-and-turquoise  Is- 
raeli objects.  All  of  the  pieces 
In  the  various  collections  are 
firmly  contemporary,  or  adapted 
from  folk  forms. 

The  most  impressive  silver 
pieces  are  the  big  ones,  especial- 
ly a  prize-winning  modern  Cha- 
nukkoh  Menorah  in  sterling  sil- 
ver ($125).  a  pair  of  sterling  can- 
dlesticks rising  a  slim  14  Inches 
from  a  half-dome  base  and  a 
liqueur  set  consisting  of  a  cylin- 
drical decanter  and  six  small 
cups. 

On  a  more  modest  scale,  Rina 
offers  copper  cigarette  boxes.  In- 
set with  stones,  copper  book-ends 
with  etched  designs  and  Innum- 
erable trays  in  alt  sizes  and 
prices. 

Olive  wood  has  been  used  for 
a  chess  set  whose  figures  have 
been  carved  simply  so  that  they 
are  a  smooth  pleasure  to  the 
hand.  Other  olive  wood  pieces 
include  minute  carved  animals 
(even  a  bison,  oddly  enough)  and 
a  magnificent  marquetry  box. 

From  North  Africa,  Rina  has 
assembled  a  group  of  wool  rugs 
woven  by  Jewish  artisan*  In  vari- 
ous parts  of  North  Africa.  They 
are  scatter  size,  composed  In 
stripes  of  unusual  colors  like 
.lemon,  charcoal,  lilac-rose  an  dso 
on.  Others  are  done  In  shades 
of  charcoal  and  oatmeal.  There 
are  also  smaller  woven  pieces 
which  can  be  used— and  are  so 
used  at  Rlna—as  wall  hangings. 


Gifts  From  the  Past 

Israeli  archaeologists,  work- 
ing in  the  Negev  and  else- 
where, have  uncovered  some 
delightful  little  figures  which 
have  been  copied  by  Israeli 
artists  in  faithful  detail.  They 
are  now  among  the  treasures 
that  you  can  buy  at  Rina  Gal- 
leries on  Charlton  Street. 

One  of  the  most  appealing  Is 
a  small  horse  about  two  UlCMI 
high,  with  a  stubby  little  mom 
and  an  elongated  neck.

This  Is  the  question  that  a  team 
of  scientists  at  the  Princeton- 
based  Applied  Data  Research, 
Inc..  will  spend  the  next  six 
weeks  teaching  Remington 
Rand's  UNIVAC  to  answer.  The 
computer's  preditlons  will  be 
transmitted  to  national  radio  and 
television  audiences  by  the  Amer- 
ican   Broadcasting    Company. 

Stephen  Wright,  who  headed 
the  Remington  Rand  election  pre- 
diction team  in  1954,  1956.  and 
1958,  is  in  charge  of  the  project 
for  ADR.  now  in  its  second  year 
in  rapidly-expanding  offices  on 
BUte  Road  20G.  Working  under 
a  contract  with  Remington  Rand 
this  year,  he  and  his  assistants 
Will  try  to  equal  or  better  the 
1956    record    of    accurately    | 

dieting    the    final    outcome  within 
20  electoral  votes  by  7  p.m.  elec- 

The  raw  material  with  which 
UNIVAC  mu-t  work  if  the  wire 
service  reports  from  individual 
states  giving  the  number  of  pre- 
cincts reporting,  the  total  num- 
ber of  precincts,  and  the  vole 
for  each  candidate,  plus  the  re- 
sults of  past  elections.  From  this 
it  comes  up  with  the  electoral 
odds,  on.  for  example,  a  Kennedy 
victory,  the  most  probable  dh  i , 
ion  of  the  electoral  vote  and  thf* 
In  its  in  which  the  electoral  vote 
will    probably   vary. 

Months  of  Preparation.  Be- 
tween the  inputs  and  UNIVAC's 
prediction  stands  months  of  work 
by  Mr.  Wright  and  his  associates. 
Since  the  computer  rarely  makes 
an  error,  the  accuracy  of  its 
prediction  depends  largely  on 
what  it  is  told  to  do. 

Basically,  this  involves  train- 
in  ■  UNIVAC  to  perform  on  a 
national  scale  the  reasoning  of 
tii  ■  local  politician  who  can  look 
at  a  preliminary  figure  and,  from 
his  knowledge  of  the  area,  pre- 
dict who  is  going  to  win.  In  com- 
parison to  the  human's  subjec- 
tive reasoning,  UNIVAC  must  do 
it  all  mathematically. 

"Our  approach  to  this  is  two- 
fold" Mr.  Wright  explained. 
"First,  if  some  reports  from  a 
str-te  are  available,  we  ask,  know- 
ing the  two-party  vote  at  this 
time,  what  will  be  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  final  vote.  This  extra- 
polation is  based  on  the  data  on 
returns  on  election  night  collect- 
ed hy  UNIVAC  in  past  years. 

"Second,  if  there  are  no  re- 
ports, or  virtually  none,  available 
from  this  state,  we  ask,  know- 
ing what  the  trend  is  in  report- 
ing states,  and  knowing  how  this 
state  voted  in  the  past,  what  will 
be  the  distribution  of  the  final 
vote."  Mr.  Wright  continued. 
This  portion  of  the  process  re- 
quires records  of  the  final  vote 
for  each  state  over  a  number  of 
years.  (This  year,  the  team  is 
going  back  to  192S,  to  include  the 
last  time  the  religious  issue  was 
present  in  a  presidential  race.) 


used  in  the  past  four  elec- 
tion-. UNIVAC  will  have  to  be 
partially  retrained  this  year.  In 
the  first  place,  some  refinements 
have  been  added  to  the  statistical 
mode]  (such  as  allowing  for  up-

In  1958.  the 
team  discovered  that  the  predic-

Footb.il  Rules  Changes  for  1960 


The  state  ot  flux  into  which 
the  Rules  Committee  tossed 
intercollegiate  football  seven 
years  ago,  when  unlimited 
substitutions  and  resultant 
two-platoon  football  were  out- 
lawed, continues  to  puzzle  the 
unwary  spectator.  For  1960, 
two  more  changes  are  in  ef- 
fect. 

The  most  important  is  the 
so-called  "wild  card"  substitu- 
tion rule,  which  permits  a 
coach  to  send  in  one  player 
after  each  play.  The  clock  may 
still  be  running,  and  the  exist- 
ing complex  rule  on  re-entry 
is  not   affected. 

Greater  use  of  sp< 
be  possible  during  the  upcom- 


ing season  under  the  new  leg- 
islation. It  will  also  enable 
coaches  to  strengthen  their  de- 
fense immediately  on  losing 
possession  by  substituting  a 
key  linebacker  or  safety  man 
for  one  player  used  primarily 
on  offense. 

Obviously,  too.  ability  to 
shuttle  players  in  and  out  will 
give  coaches  the  opportunity 
to  call  as  many  plays  as  thev 
wish.  With  this  in  mind,  the 
Rules  Committee's  other 
change  for  li>G0  tightens  the 
restrictions  on  sideline  coach- 
ing, an  illegal  procedure  that 
in  the  past  has  rarely  brought 
a  penalty  no  matter  how  fla- 
grantly it  urns  carried  on.

KNOW  VOVR  PASTOR 
Mret  Dr.  M  «■.**■..  When  a  new 
minister  comes  lo  a  church,  he 
•nd  his  family  accept  inevitably 
and  philosophically  the  "what's  he 
like?"  atmosphere  unconsciously 
created  by  the  congregation.  In 
the  case  of  Dr.  Donald  Meisel. 
new  pastor  at  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  this  sense  of  being 
on  display  is  heightened  by  the 
fact  that  the  minister  is  now 
preaching  each  Sunday  to  the 
professors  who  taught  him  in 
Seminary. 

Dr.  Meisel.  a  native  of  St 
Paul.  Minnesota,  was  graduated 
from  Princeton  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  1947  after  his  graduation 
from  MacAlesler  College  in  St. 
Paul.  He  was  familiar  with  the 
Princeton  scene  before  his  Semi- 
nary years,  however,  because  he 
had  participated  In  the  Navy's 
V-12  pre-chaplain  program  in  the 
final   years   of   the   war. 

"I  used  to  attend  First  Pres- 
byterian when  I  was  a  student," 
he  recalls,  "and  Dr.  Frank  Niles 
preached  the  installation  sermon 
for  me  at  my  first  church."  The 
late  Dr.  Niles  was  minister  of  the 
minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church   for   many   years. 

Following  his  graduation  from 
Seminary,  Dr.  Meisel  spent  two 
years  studying  theology  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  where 
he  began  his  doctoral  thesis. 

"I  finished  up  that  thesis  in 
Rahway,  where  I  had  my  first 
Church,  and  I  had  to  marry  my 
secretary  in  order  to  get  it  done." 
Dr.  Meisel  married  the  former 
Eleanor  Williams  in  1953.  They 
now  have  three  children. 

After  five  years  in  Rahway, 
Dr.  Meisel  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Wyoming  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Millburn  and  he  re- 
mained there  until  accepting  the 
First  Church  call  last  spring.  In- 
cidentally. Dr.  Meisels  first 
church  blew  down  in  the  1960 
hurricane  and  his  second  church 
burned.  "They  knew  these  things 
when  they  called  me  here,1'  he 
says  with  a  smile. 

"Meaningful  Worahip."  "If  you 

want  to  do  something  in  a  now 
church,  do  it  right  away,  while 
the  honeymoon's  still  on,"  Dr. 
Meisel  says,  outlining  his  plans 
and  hopes  for  his  new  pastorate. 
"I  believe  that  everything  else 
we  do  stems  from  the  act  of  wor- 
ship on  Sunday  morning,"  Dr. 
Meisel  says,  "and  I  am  con- 
centrating on  making  that  act  as 
meaningful  as  possible,  working 
with  the  Session,  the  worship 
committee  and  the  organist,  and 
re-studying  the  order  of  worship. 
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Dr.  Meisel  sees  the  order  of 
service  in  terms  or  "proclama- 
tion and  response:"  the  call  to 
worship  and  the  hymn  of  praise; 
the  prayer  of  adoration  and  the 
prayer  of  confession;  forgiveness 
and  an  anthem  of  praise  to  God 
for  the  assurance  of  forgiveness; 
the  sermon,  as  the  exposition  of 
the  word  of  God,  and  the  hymn  of 
dedication. 

"I  want  everyone  who  comes 
to  our  church  to  have  a  sense 
of  warm  welcome.  I  want  us  to 
convey  to  everyone  the  commun- 
ity of  religious  feeling  that  pre- 
vails   within    the    church."
